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ies often poorly rewarded, so they tended to stay put in the tent camp and wrote glowing and fictitious 
accounts of how easy it was to get to the gold fields and to find the gold. The genuine stampeders 
soon realized they were being told a pack of lies, and named the area where these reporters hung 
out, as ‘Liarsville’!!! The reporters and their newspapers were seemingly keeping to an old reporting 
adage, e.g. ‘Never Let The Truth Stand In The Way Of A Good Story’!!! This wood is one of the 
souvenir items available in the Liarsville Gif Shop (Seasonally only).

The Unique TICF Door Draw “Don Patterson Boat 
Wood” by John Regitko 





|} At the TICF Banquet on November 23, 1985, Donald Paterson 
‘| was the featured speaker. One of the prizes that was offered in 
the complimentary door draw was a week-end stay on his boat 
that was moored in the St. Lawrence River at Kingston, Ontario. 
| supplied a round wood made from particleboard, which Don 
hand-painted on the front with an illustration of his boat, the 
name of the boat ‘M.V. Silver Dollar, and the wording ‘Purchaser 
and one guest entitled to a weekend cruise aboard the M.V. Sil- 
ver Dollar in June 1986’. The back included details as to where 
and when the award was presented, the name of the winner 
(Terry Frost of Capital City Coin Inc.), the words ‘Welcome 
aboard’ and Don Paterson’s signature. 


| Donald Paterson’s boat, the 36-foot long “Silver Dollar 75” that 
sleeps up to 6, was named following his win in the competition 
to design the 1975 Canadian “Calgary Centennial” silver dollar. 
Moored near Kingston where this photo was taken, it was used 
by Don and his wife, Barbara, to ply the 1000 Island area of the 
St. Lawrence River and the lower part of Lake Ontario. He traded the boat in sometime after 
his 1980 “Polar Bear” design was chosen for another boat which he called “Silver Dollar II.” 
This boat was recently sold by his widow and still sails the 1000 Island area of the St. 
Lawrence River. 


Because of Don’s fondness for all things sea- 
faring, he began sketching the various pad- 
dleboats, steamships and smaller tour boats 
that sailed the St. Lawrence, both past and 
present. When he made me aware prior to 
his passing of his intention to publish a book 
featuring his drawings, | photocopied one of 
his sketches of one of the tour boats (shown 
| at left). The original artwork remains with his 
wife for the present. Once | have my personal 
website that will feature a section on ‘Coin 
designers | have known’, | expect to have 
access to his sketches so that they can be 
incorporated in the article.
